tor DIANA KILPATRICK began 
teaching communications at the Eissey 
Campus in 1988. Growing up in a 
small North Carolina town, she was 
inspired by her teachers as a young 
student and recalls a favorite story 
from an early primer. The Little 
Engine Who Thought He Could. The 
message contained in the book —I 
think I can —has guided her through¬ 
out life. 

Motivated by a love of learning and 
with designs on a teaching career, she 
graduated from die 'Woman's College 

of the University of North Carolina 
and taught high school thereafter in 
the Atlanta and Miami areas. 
Eventually, she moved to Palm Beach 
County and attended Florida Atlantic 
University, where she received her 
master’s degree in English. Prior to 
joining the College as an adjunct 
instructor, she taught briefly at FAU 
and local high schools. 

As a member of the 
Eissey Campus faculty, 

Kilpatrick has distin¬ 
guished herself in a num¬ 
ber of areas. In addition 
to serving on the 
Financial Aid Commit¬ 
tee, she has assumed the 
role of costume designer 
and fabricator for several 
productions of the Eissey 
Campus’ Northstage 
Players and started a suc¬ 
cessful computer compo¬ 
sition class program with 
writing center support at 
the Palm Beach Gardens 
Campus. 

For Kilpatrick, teach¬ 
ing at the community col¬ 
lege level offers the 
greatest reward.

Before joining the South Campus 
faculty in 1984, senior instructor of 
communications JOANNE 
CONNOLLY taught advanced place¬ 
ment English for 10 years at Twin 
Lakes High School in West Palm 
Beach. Connolly, born in Moorhead, 
Minnesota, moved to South Florida in 
1967 and with an interest in art, 
enrolled in classes at Palm Beach 
Community College. After taking an 
English course with instructor Vincent 
Betz, she was so inspired by his teach¬ 
ing that she reexamined her initial 
focus and decided that Chancer, rather 
than Cezanne, would play a major role 
in her life. (In addition, her husband, 
John, a communications instructor at 
Central Campus, would also influence 
her career choice.) After attending 
PBCC, she went on to earn both her 
bachelor of arts and master of arts 
degrees from Florida Atlantic 
University. 

Characterized by her peers as a 
consummate profes¬ 
sional, she is both thor¬ 
ough and caring as she 
takes center stage in 
the classroom. To 
her students, Connolly 
is recognized as an 
inspired and dedicated 
instructor, motivated 
as strongly by her love 
of literature as her love 
of teaching. 

She is a member 
of the Faculty Dev¬ 
elopment Committee 
and is a past member 
of the Retention Com- 
mittee.

Truman, who, when 
questioned by his daugh¬ 
ter on his own assess¬ 
ment of his presidency 
said, “Your dad will never 
be reckoned among the 
great.

Tilings were different then at Palm 
Beach Junior College as well. "At that 
time, there were only four high schools 
in Palm Beach County—Palm Beach 
High, Jupiter High, Seacrest High and 
Lake Worth High. Each high school 
had their own group at PBJC, but we 
all had fun together,” Lee recalls. 

She remembers the one-hour drive 
down two-lane Congress Avenue to 
PBJC from her home in northern Palm 
Beach County. Lee said everyone was 
in a social club (she was a Thi Del), the 
Student Union was the hub of activity 
and students enjoyed bonfires on the 
beach, dances and classes with Watson 
B. Duncan III. 

"Duncan brought literature to hfe 
for everyone. Because of his enthusi¬ 
asm, I was convinced that I wanted to 
teach English.” After graduating from 
PBJC and the University of Florida, 
she went on to teach in Alauchua 


County and later in Palm Beach 
County. Lee is now the Area V 
Exceptional Student Education 
Hospital/Homebound Teacher for the 
School Board of Palm Beach County. 
Of course, a lot has changed at PBJC 
in 33 years. Lee described the old four- 
building campus and says when it 
rained, wooden boards were placed in 
pathways between buildings so the stu¬ 
dents could walk to class and not step 
in puddles or wet grass. 

Walking the plank at PBJC was one 
of many fond memories of her experi¬ 
ences at the College. Lee said she also 
received a quality education along with 
the social interaction. Years later, she 
encouraged her son and daughter to 
attend PBCC, and both are now suc¬ 
cessful in their chosen field. "Even 
today, I recommend that students con¬ 
sider PBCC because of the many 
opportunities that are available,” she 
said. Spoken like a true Miss Galleon.

Community College has its own sis¬ 
ter act. PBCC and the Algonquin 
College of Applied Arts and 
Technology recently signed a joint 
agreement of academic affiliation . 

PBCC President Edward M. 
Eissey and Algonquin College of 
Applied Arts and Technology 
President Philip Killeen were present 
to sign the agreement which was 
developed with assistance from 
PBCCs Florida-Canada Institute. 
The document designates Algonquin 
College, located in Nepean, Ontario, 
as a sister college to PBCC. 

Both PBCC and Algonquin 
College are planning future exchange 
programs which offer multicultural 
experiences for students and faculty. 

A major component of the pro¬ 
gram - a faculty exchange - was real¬ 
ized when Central Campus senior 
instructor of mathematics Marie 
Langston signed on with Algonquin 
College for a one-year exchange of 
teaching duties and living arrange¬ 
ments. With the help of PBCCs 
Committee for International Edu¬ 
cation, the details of the exchange 
were planned, and Langston began 
her personal and professional trek. 


For a small town girl from Pahokee 
who had never seen snow, it proved 
to be quite an adventure. 

“I sent and requested a syllabus, 


textbook, tests and any teaching 
materials. I asked how many tests are 
given over the year and how the 
grading system is determined. We 


also exchanged a list of personal 
wishes as to how things would be 
handled in our homes,” Langston 
said. She adds that nothing can fully 
prepare one for the cultural differ¬ 
ences. 

Langston said that she is not a 
very outgoing person, but being 
alone in a different culture helped 
her to become more open and flexi¬ 
ble. She said although Canadians 
speak English, the word usage is a lit¬ 
tle different. New friends introduced 
her to the custom of drinking hot tea, 
much like Americans drink coffee. 
Hot drinks and longjohns helped to 
ward off the legendary cold in 
Ontario. 

In addition to the language, the 
snow and some new culinary experi- 
ences, she learned different 
approaches to teaching mathematics. 
Langston said the changes in loca¬ 
tion, lifestyle, students, colleagues 
and atmosphere really helped her to 
adopt a distinctive perspective on her 
life, both professionally and personal¬ 
ly. “Overall, I would suggest the 
exchange to anyone who is looking 
for a fresh outlook on everything,” 
Langston said.

Crossroads Celebrates Tenth Anniversary 


Since 1983, the Palm Beach Community 
College Crossroads program for displaced 
homemakers has helped approximately 1,800 
women and even one man through the diffi¬ 
cult separation associated with divorce or the 
death of a spouse. 

Recently, former students gathered at 
PBCC’s Central Campus to celebrate 10 years 
of helping divorced and widowed homemak¬ 
ers in Palm Beach County. 

The original Crossroads program was initi¬ 
ated through a grant offered at the College. 
Today, Crossroads students are provided ser¬ 
vices and counseling paid for by state trust 
fund monies collected from county marriage 
and divorce applications. 

Most students are referred to the program 
by former students, attorneys and therapists. 


The individual may then be referred to addi¬ 
tional services, job training and therapy, if 
needed. 

Crossroads courses are available dur¬ 
ing day and evening sessions. Topics include 
self-esteem building skills, goal setting, time 
management, dealing with anger and job in¬ 
terview techniques. 

For those seeking a new or second career, 
assessments are given to explore potential for 
success in a variety of occupations. The par¬ 
ticipants also receive guidance in individual 
and group-support sessions.
